Tlios-e islands arc among 
the most cheerless spots in the world, 
buy ing chmutantly subjected to a strong 
polar wind. 
In such a climate it i.s im ­ 
possible for trees to grow erect, as tln'y 
do in other countries, but nature has 
made amends by furnishing a supply of 
wood in the most curious shaja* im ag i­ 
nable. 
The visitor to tin* Falkland,» sees scat­ 
tered here and there singular shaped 
blocks ef what appear to be weather 
beaten and moss covered bowlders in 
various sizes. 
Attempt, to turn one of 
these “ bowlders” over, and y <n w ill 
meet w ith a surprise, liecause the stone 
i.s actually anchored bv roots of great 
Htrength— in fact, y ou w ill find that 
y ou are fooling w ith one of the native 
tr« *es. 
No other country in the world 
has such a peculiar ‘‘forest” growth, 


is supposed to know more alrout 
cherries than any other er<*afure. 
They 
certainly l« *t alone the sour class of 
cherries, ¡ts the Morollon are usually 
termed, when they have the chance of 
foraging on the sweeter kinds. For this 
rettson the Morello, or "pie, ” cherries 
are much more popular around <*ities 
where birds and 
hoy s are likely t« r be 
troublesome. 
A fHiint not 
g enerally 
known is that these trees usually grow 
as dwarfs, but mak« * quite large tr«*«»« 
when grafted on the Ma/.zard stock.

If 
not qtiite ;is productive as when grown 
on the latter, the fruit is much fin« *r in 
every respect, and for this reason as well 
as from the fact that they make larger 
trees they are more popular for the sit­ 
uations indicated.— M eehan’b Monthly .
